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School Assessment 
ORR Prepares for Evaluation 

By Kenneth J. Souza 

Fifteen educators were slated to make an on-site 
evaluation of Old Rochester Regional High School this 
past week from October 29 through November 1 accord- 
ing to ORR High School Principal Bruce D. Clarke. 

The evaluation visit was conducted under the 
direction of the Commission on Public Secondary Schools 
of the New England Association of Schools and Colleges 
(NEASC). The visiting committee chairman was Dr. Rich- 
ard Pazasis, Superintendent of the Belchertown Public 
Schools. Dr. Pazasis has had extensive experience in the 
Association's evaluation process. 

"The purpose of this evaluation visit is to review 
and determine, from an outside professional viewpoint, 
the extent to which the school is meeting the Standards 
for Accreditation," Principal Clarke said. "As part of the 
evaluation process, the visiting committee was slated to 
meet with all school constituents, review the school's self- 
study, visit a number of classes, and examine examples of 
student work submitted by the school. During the com- 
prehensive self-study, the faculty attempted to identify 
the school's strengths and determine those areas in which 
changes would be beneficial." 

In his latest monthly newsletter forum, Tri-Town 
Topics, ORR School Superintendent Dr. William Cooper 
agreed that the planned visit by the NEASC evaluation

committee will provide the school with several unique 
opportunities, including:

Marion Special Town Meeting 

October 30, 2006 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A Special Town Meeting for the Town of Marion 
was called to order by Acting Town Clerk Ray Pickles 
at 7:00 pm in the auditorium of Sippican School having 
noted the presence of a quorum of some 100 registered 
voters. Due to the unexpected absence of regular Town 
Moderator David B. Titus, Town Meeting voters nominat- 
ed and elected William Saltonstall to serve as Temporary 
Town Moderator for this meeting. 

Voters were first ask to consider ARTICLE SI, 
which requested an appropriation of $164,844 to cover 
transportation costs for the ORR Junior and Senior High 
Schools within the Fiscal Year 2007 budget. 

"Several years ago when we did the school trans- 
portation, we did it in a way that bidders would bid on 
individual towns (in the ORR district) ... and this worked 
out very well," said ORR School Superintendent Dr. Wil- 
liam Cooper. "The cost of the elementary transportation is 
in the elementary school budget (which has) already been 
passed. But the cost of the ORR (Junior and Senior High 
Schools) transportation is not in the budget. So what we 
have is a situation where the revenue has been booked for 
FY '07, but the expense is not in the budget. The reason

for the confusion is we were told not to put the transpor- 
tation costs into the ORR budget." 

"Just for clarification, there's no additional out- 
of-pocket expense (here) to the town," said ORR School 
Committee Chairman Robert Nectow. "It's just a book- 
keeping (matter)." 

With that, ARTICLE SI passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S2, voters were asked to transfer 
$39,764 from the Waterways Improvement Fund for the 
purpose of purchasing and equipping two trucks for the 
Marine Resources Department. 

According to Selectman Jonathan Henry, the two 
trucks currently in use by the Marine Resources Depart- 
ment are in bad need of replacement and / or repair, and 
this is the most cost-effective solution at the moment. 
"The turkey carcass will only go so far after Thanksgiving 
before it's time to throw it out," Selectman Henry said. 
"That's the situation we find ourselves in." 

ARTICLE S2 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S3, voters were asked to trans- 
fer $162,425 from the insurance reimbursement proceeds 
for the purpose of purchasing, equipping and repairing a 
suitable used Fire Department vehicle. 

"Shortly after purchasing a used Fire Department 
ladder truck earlier this year, the vehicle caught fire and 
was declared a total loss by our insurance company," said 
Selectman Roger Blanchette. "Our insurance carrier sent 
us a check for $162,425 ... which, incidentally, is only $300 
less than what we paid for the vehicle." 

ARTICLE S3 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S4, voters were asked to accept 
the report of the Community Preservation Committee 
(CPC) and approve a budget for Community Preservation 
Act (CPA) projects for Fiscal Year 2007.

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tax surcharge in May 2005," said CPC Chairman Loretta 
Schaefer. "This money is earmarked for open space, his- 
toric preservation, community housing, and unallocated 
expenses." 

Ms. Schaefer noted the CPC is required by state 
statute to develop and publish a Community Preserva- 
tion Plan for the Town of Marion, initiate a CPA warrant 
article with funding recommendations via Town Meeting, 
and allocate 10 percent of their funds each year to create, 
acquire and preserve open space annually. 

"There are two words we need to get clear in our 
heads," Ms. Schaefer said. "The first is 'appropriation,' 
which is the funding of specific projects; the other is 'al- 
location,' which reserves funding for specific categories."

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As such, Ms. Schaefer noted the CPC is recom- 
mending the following allocations be approved by Town 
Meeting voters under this article: 

• $299,001 for the Marion Land Bank (Open 

Space); 

• $59,800 to the Marion Affordable Housing Trust 
and $144,311 for future projects (Community Housing); 

• $75,000 to be reserved for future Historic Re- 
sources; 

• No recommendation for Public Recreation; and 

• $19,890 to cover CPA /CPC Administrative 
Expenses, which is allowed under state law. 

Article S4 passed unanimously. 

Since Article S4 passed, voters unanimously voted 
to "pass over" ARTICLE S5, which would have approved 
an alternate budget for the Community Preservation 
Committee. 

Under ARTICLE 56, voters were asked to transfer 
the sum of $5,515 from the remaining appropriation in 
Article 15 of the 2000 Annual Town Meeting (said original 
appropriation having been for use by the Elderly Housing 
Committee to hire architects and engineers for a feasibility 
study and conceptual plans for expanding Littleneck Vil- 
lage) to be used now by the Marion Affordable Housing 
Trust for purposes relative to Littleneck Village. 

Article S6 passed unanimously.

back to the Wareham Fire District. 

"The 1955 Maxim Ladder Truck was gifted to the 
Town of Marion in 1990," said Selectman Roger Blanch- 
ette. "Since the Wareham Fire District is celebrating its 
100th anniversary next year, they have requested the (ap- 
paratus) be returned to be put on display." 

With that. Article S7 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S8, voters were asked to accept 
the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 
59, Section 5, Clause 41C, as amended by Chapter 184, 
Section 51 of the Acts of 2002, and pursuant to the provi- 
sions of said Act, vote to set the exemption permitted 
to the maximum, and further, to adjust the income and 
asset limitations as follows: Increase Gross Receipts to 
the maximum allowable of $20,000 if single and $30,000 if 
married; and Increase the Whole Estate Limit to the maxi- 
mum allowable of $40,000 if single and $55,000 if married; 
said adjusted exemption amount and eligibility factors to 
become effective in Fiscal Year 2007. 

Article S8 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE S9, voters were asked to autho-

ing to be difficult to find someone as qualified as our last 
(Town Clerk)," said resident Kay Reis. 

"I find it very hard to believe that the Town of 
Marion doesn't have someone qualified to run for this of- 
fice," said former Town Clerk Helen Westergard. "I don't 
like seeing the (voters) lose their choice to elect a Town 
Clerk." 

"My feeling is when it comes to changing a posi- 
tion from elected to appointed, there has to be a very com- 
pelling reason to (make the change), and I haven't heard it 
(here)," said resident Tom Magauran. "I also think some- 
thing like this should (be considered at an) Annual Town 
Meeting ... which would be better-attended." 

"It appears we don't really know if we have quali- 
fied candidates or not (from town) because we haven't 
looked for any," agreed resident Peter Winters. "I think 
we're kind of manipulating the process here and I think it 
would be best to wait for the Annual Town Meeting." 

"It seems to me we have been incredibly lucky 
in this town," said Kay Reis. "The state requirements are 
becoming more demanding every year ... and we can't 
expect the electorate to pick qualified people for these 
positions anymore." 

After a motion to "move the question" passed. 
Article SIO was defeated, 60 to 41. 

Under ARTICLE Sll, voters were similarly asked

Rochester Special Town Meeting 

October 30, 2006

A Special Town Meeting for the Town of Roch- 
ester was called to order at 7:00 pm in the cafetorium 
of Rochester's Memorial School by Town Moderator 
Greenwood "Woody" Hartley having noted the presence 
of a quorum. After a Salute to the Flag and a moment of 
silence for all military personnel serving both domesti- 
cally and abroad, Mr. Hartley reviewed the procedures for 
Town Meeting.

CLE 1 to pay prior years bills amounting to $92. 

There being no discussion or debate on the item, 
ARTICLE 1 passed by unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 2 voters were asked to see if the

needs have changed and require further expenses. In ad- 
dition, the cases of students requiring SPED are very care- 
fully reviewed for residency as well as other factors. Terri 
Hamm, Director of Student Services, added that when the 
students' individual contract needs change, those changes 
must be implemented. If the funds are not needed, the 
money is returned to the town. 

With that, ARTICLE 2 carried by unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 3 voters were asked to vote on 
the following Capital Expenditures: $10,000 for the Police 
Department; $24,000 for the Fire Department; $10,000 for 
Town Hall repairs; and $6,000 for the Plumb Memorial 
Library. 

One voter asked for a breakdown of the expenses. 
Ms. Borque responded that the police line item was for 
computer upgrades for a system that often crashed; the 
fire expenses were for pagers reaching the end of their 
warranties and pagers are a high priority safety issue. The 
Town Hall handicap ramp needs to be replaced and there 
are other needed repairs. The town committed to mak- 
ing improvements to the library when the library project 
failed two years back. Their handicap ramp is also in need 
of repair. 

Judy Armstrong asked if Old Colony Regional 
Vocational Technical High School could be used to repair 
the handicap ramps and thereby save some money. The 
answer was that most of the funds would be spent on 
materials.

While some people do report 
that the veins are uncomfortable, causing a 
burning or itching sensation, they are in no 
way dangerous. Spider veins do not cause 
a disability nor are they indicative of any 
other disease. As such, no insurance covers 
their treatment—it is considered a "cosmetic 
procedure". 

That said, most people who have exten- 
sive spider veins truly hate them. They are 
easily treated with laser or with injections. 
Neither of these treatments will totally 
eliminate Spider veins forever but either treatment will diminish them a great deal. New 
Spider veins will reform at the same rate as before. In other words, if it took ten years 
to develop your current spider veins you will most likely develop the same amount ten 
years from treatment. 

For the past year I have been performing laser treatment of spider veins in my of- 
fice at Wareham Surgical Associates. I, and more importantly my patients, have been 
very happy with the results. Most people require two to three treatments at one-month 
intervals. Laser treatment is not painless—most patients describe the treatment as being 
snapped with a rubber band several times. 

After lasering, the treated areas form welts that might feel irritated for a few days. I 
suggest using a moisturizer, such as Aquafor, for comfort. It is important to avoid sun 
exposure following treatment, I recommend using Sunscreen 30 or higher when outside. 

In addition to spider vein treatment, the Lasers I use can be used to treat facial veins.

Saw III. Starring Tobin Bell and Shawnee Smith. Directed by 
Darren Lynn Bousman. Running time: 107 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

I'll have you know that the Saw movies are not just your ordinary 
run-of-the-mill gross-out films. They're gross-out films with touchy- 
feely life lessons. In the first one. the value that needed to be taught via 
dismemberment and self -inflected torture was compassion; in the second, 
it was paternal love; and in Saw III it's forgiveness. Call this franchise 
Chicken Soup for the Soulless. 

In all three films, a dying cancer patient named John Kramer (Tobin 
Bell), named "Jigsaw" by the media, fashions elaborate traps for vari- 
ous people who, for one reason or another, don't appreciate being alive. 
Usually it involves giving the victim a choice between doing something 
horrendously painful/disfiguring to him/herself or dying in an appropriately 
gory fashion. Here, the scheme's a bit different: Jigsaw has captured the 
anguished Jeff (Angus Macfadyen), who hasn't gotten over the loss of 
his little boy to a drunk driver £ind spends far too much time fantasizing 
about bringing pain to those he deems responsible — not only the driver, 
but also the judge who gave the driver only a six-month sentence and, it 
turns out, a woman who witnessed the incident but never came forward. 
Jeff must forgive each of these people if he expects to move forward in 
the "game" and come face-to-face with his son's killer. 

or Jigsaw isn't feeling very well these days, since he's been on 
death's door for two movies now. So with the help of his apprentice 
Amanda (Shawnee Smith), a survivor of a Jigsaw game who's developed 
a daddy fixation on him, he kidnaps a brilliant surgeon (Bahar Soomekh) 
and hooks her up to an explosive device that's also linked to Jigsaw's 
heart rate. If he flatlines, she goes boom, so it's in her best interests to 
keep him breathing. He needs to stay alive to supervise Jeff's game, and 
also to ensure another #1 Halloween weekend for Lions Gate. 

Saw III starts with an interesting premise but quickly squanders it 
on the usual barely-glimpsed bloodbaths (series regular Dina Meyer gets 
a particularly visceral send-off) and deathtraps increasingly ludicrous in 



their mad-lab ingenuity. The judge, for instance, finds himself in a vat 

slowly filled with the liquefied remains of maggot-ridden pig corpses, 
which are dumped into what I can only call a huge industrial juicer The 
witness is stripped naked in a freezing meat locker and sprayed with water 
Interesting ways to die, but they lack the Mikado-like "let the punishment 
fit the crime" details one expects from movies like this. We don't know 
or care anything about the victims, either, nor do we know or care much 
about angry Jeff. 

Oddly, Saw III has eyes mostly for the twisted relationship between 
Jigsaw and Amanda — the grunge-horror equivalent of Batman and 
Robin. Why Jigsaw entrusts his life's work to a self-cutting former junkie 
is beyond me, though it allows Shawnee Smith — who really should be 
getting better roles — to take Amanda through an arc of devotion and 
jealousy that makes her pretty much the only human on the screen. Un- 
masking Jigsaw hasn't done much for this franchise, since the singularly 
inexpressive Tobin Bell comes off more like a teacher of environmental 
studies (which he actually was in his pre-film days) than like a menacing 
puppetmaster What's left is mostly just freakish torment, shot in blinding 
flash-cuts to avoid an NC-17 rating. And since Saw 4 has already been 
announced — we were told back in July there' d be a fourth fihn if the 
third one did well, and Saw III made $34 million last weekend — we can 
expect even more of the same next Halloween. Perhaps next time, the 
virtue that gets taught via evisceration and carnage wiU be originality. 
Somehow, though, I doubt it.
